‘WILMINGTON — 
Wilmington resident was 
nearly the victim of a 
scam, but some quick 
thinking saved him (and 
his bank account). 

For the past six months, 
the resident had been re- 
ceiving phone calls from 
a California number, 213- 
784-2839, telling him that 
a company was offering 
him a $299 refund. How- 
ever, the caller, who spoke 
with a heavy accent, 
couldn’t identify the com- 
pany; he could only say it 
went out of business. 

The resident said it 
sounded plausible enough, 


so he ended up download- . 


ing a program called 

TeamViewer Automatic, 
- which, unbeknownst to 
him, gave the caller ac- 

‘cess to his computer. Once 
_ he realized his mistake, he 

unplugged his computer. 

(TeamViewer is propri- 
etary software for remote 
control, desktop sharing, 
online meetings, web con- 
ferencing, and file trans- 
fer between computers. ) 

The caller tried to get 
the resident’s bank ac- 
count information, but 
was unsuccessful. Even- 
tually, the resident was 
able to turn his computer 
back on and delete the 
program he had down- 
loaded. 

This is just one of many 
scams perpetrated by 
trolls looking to steal your 
bank account or credit 
card information. 

“The number one scam, 
according to Wilmington 
Police Chief Joseph Des- 
mond, involves someone 
pretending to be from the 
IRS and telling callers he 
or she owes money and 
to pay by gift card (e.g. a 
-Visa Gift Card where the 
caller would read off the 
card number, expiration 
date and the three-digit 
security code). For the 
-record, the IRS would ne- 
‘ver call someone or de- 
mand anyone pay over 
the phone. Any interac- 
tion with them would be 
via written letter. 

Chief Desmond also said 
another popular scam in- 
volves telling someone 
their loved one has been 
locked up and money is 
needed to free them. 

-Although the chief no- 
ted how difficult it is for 
the police to stop scam- 
mers, since most are cal- 
ling from outside the 
United States, he advised 
residents to call the de- 
partment regardless if 
anyone feels they have 
been the victim of a scam. 
“A legitimate company 
won’t ask you to download 
a program or send them 
money,” the chief said as 
a reminder to anyone who 
receives such a call.

WILMINGTON — This 
Tuesday night, the Wilming- 
ton Police Department is 
excited to welcome Wil- 
mington and surrounding 
town residents of all ages to 
meet the people . serving 
them as police and federal 
law enforcement officers.

Wilmington Traffic Officer 
Matt Stavro has been coordi- 
nating National Night Out 
this year as part of WPD’s 
commitment to community 
programs. National Night 
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Out is an individual event 
that any city or town police 
department can host as a 
way to promote police-com- 
munity relations. 

“This was one of the things 
we wanted to institute when 
we got the Cummings Grant 
back in 2014,” Stavro shared. 

This year makes the sixth

ipation. The group coordi- 
nating this event alongside 
Stavro are Brian Moon, Paul 
Chalifour, Dan Murray, and 
Butch Alpers. 

As they take advantage of

“People don’t realize a lot 
of the federal agencies that 
we work with,” Stavro con- 
tinued. 


Agencies that are joining 


. WPD on Tuesday night in- 


clude the FBI, the ATF, U.S. 
Postal Inspectors, Federal 
Reserve Police, U.S. Cus- 
toms, the Massachusetts 
State Police, Massachusetts 
Environmental Police, Low- 
ell EMS, Veterans Affairs 
Police, and k-9 units from 
the Middlesex Sheriff Depart- 
ment and Chelmsford Police 
Department. 

There, these officers will 
get the chance to teach the 
people of Wilmington and 
the surrounding community 
about how they work for 
them. While Stavro does a 
fair amount of inviting them, 
he mentioned that over the 
years these officers check in 
with him early to make sure 
that National Night Out is 
happening again. 

“They really enjoy the op- 
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portunities to interact with 
people; a lot of them don’t 
get the chance to sit down 
with the public on the com- 
munity level.” 

Wilmington police also will 
be supported by the Reading 
and Woburn police depart- 
ments. 

At the same time as they’re 
outside chatting with resi- 
dents or being available for 
everything from tours to ve- 
hicle displays to CPR simula- 
tions, police officers will be 
maintaining safety through- 
out the night on Tuesday. 

“It’s similar to working the 
Fun on the Fourth festival. 
We'll have close to 20 offi- 
cers working in a law en- 
forcement role at the same 
time as they’re working the 
event,” Stavro said. 

They expect between six 
and eight hundred people to 
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stop by throughout the even- 
ing on Tuesday for the chance 
to meet and learn from their 
police officers while having 
fun as a family in the commu- 
nity. 

The team of Wilmington 
and surrounding law enforce- 
ment officers encourage res- 
idents to bring their ques- 
tions and concerns as they 
enjoy special parts of the 
night like the National Guard 
helicopter landing, the dunk 
tank, bouncy houses, ice 
cream, and dinner fromthe 
Red Heat Tavern.

When traveling outside the United 
| States ciftmarily for business reasons, the travel expenses, as a 
‘ general rule, including transportation, must be allocated 


, between business and personal expenses. However, 
. transportation expenses as well as other out-of-pocket business 
_ expenses can be deducted in full if the trip is primarily for 
_ Husiness and either of the following exceptions is satisfied: 

- oThe one-week rule. The business trip is one week or less, 

. excluding the departure day, but including the day of return. 

‘ One week means seven consecutive days. 

For example, a businessperson leaves the United States for a 
business trip on a Thursday, returning the following Thursday. 
As the taxpayer was not away from home for more than seven 
consecutive days, the taxpayer’s transportation expenses, as 
well as other out-of-pocket business expenses, are deductible in 
full. 

_ 1,The 25 percent rule. Transportation and other out-of-pocket 
business expenses can also be deducted in full for trips lasting 
more than a week, as long as less than 25 percent of the trip is 

- attributable to personal activities. For this purpose, include the 

' day of departure and day of return as business days, as long as 

- the travel is to or from the business destination. Generally, the 

| allocation between business and personal time must be made 

| gn-a day-by-day basis. Expenses allocable to personal days are 
| tot deductible. 

Finally, in a catchall provision, 100 percent of transportation 
| costs to and from foreign destinations are deductible if it can 
| be proven that a personal vacation was not a major 
consideration in choosing to make the trip.

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Runaway from Wilmington 
sentenced for 1938 Nebraska murder

The 1930s were particularly 
tough years in the United 
States. The era known as the 
Dépression left many fami- 
lies hard-pressed to put food 
on the table. One young man 
in Wilmington felt that he 
could be of better service to 
his family if he left. So in 
September 1938 he hit the 
rails, the most common way 
for poor folk to travel. 

Mrs..Hannah Ryder, twice 
a.jwidew and the mother of 
five children, was heartbro- 
ken: when she found a note 
from her son. Officer Paul 
Chalifour recently found it 
in an entry in the police log 
book: It had been copied into 
the: book by Chief Harry 


' Ainsworth 


“Mother: Don't worry about 
me. 43m not worth it. Tell 
Mrs...Norman I am sorry to 
leaye.so abruptly. No one has 
any use for me. I am going to 
wipe the slate clean and start 
all over again some place 
where no one knows me. 


Yours lovingly, Lester.” 

Gary Lester Ames had just 
completed the eighth grade 
at the Buzzell School in Wil- 
mington. His teacher, Mar- 
garet Delaney, described 
him as a kind and sympa- 
thetic boy who had been 
helpful in bringing up his 
younger sister and brother. 
She said he was just like a 
father to his two-year old 
sister. 

A few weeks later, he was 
in prison, Not just in jail, he 
was in prison for second 
degree murder. At age 14, he 
was given a life sentence. 

He and a companion had 
jumped a freight train in 
Nebraska on Oct. 14, 1938. 
Entering a box car, they 
came face to face with a 
middle-aged transient, Ed- 
ward Billings. They beat 
him with a large sugar beet 
and then Ames’ companion, 
Dan Galloway, shot him. 
After going through Billings’ 
pockets, and only finding 
$1.25, they allegedly stabbed 
him in a rage, then threw 


him from the train. 

Galloway and Ames were 
arrested the next day by rail- 
road police in Kearney, Ne- 
braska. Lester Ames was 
1,600 miles from home with 
no money and no lawyer, fac- 
ing a charge of second de- 
gree murder. 

Galloway and Ames both 
told the same story, that 
they were afraid Billings 
would attack them. After 
questioning, though, they 
admitted that robbery was 
the motive. Ames admitted 
stabbing Billings in a rage 
after finding such a small 
sum. In an Associated Press 
story, Sheriff George Sears 
quoted him saying, “I guess 
I was so mad I didn’t know 
what I was doing,” 

His teacher wrote that he 
was a good student. He also 
had a letter of support from 
the Wilmington Chief of Po- 
lice Harry Ainsworth. None 
of that helped, though. Sears 
described him as a shrewd 
youth with a good education 
who thought he was tough. 
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The pair both pled guilty to 
second degree murder and 
were sentenced to life in 
prison. Three weeks later, 
the Boston Globe said that 


_ Fr. Edward Flanagan would 


try to get Ames paroled and 
into Boys’ Town in Lincoln, 
Nebraska. That evidently did 
not come to pass, as the 1940 
census listed him as an in- 


’ mate at Nebraska State Pri- 


son. 

The 1930 census had listed 
him as six-years old, living 
with his mother, Hannah 
and stepfather, Raymond 
Ryder. Lester was born in 
Virginia in 1924. His father 
was Oliver E. Ames. The 
name Oliver is common in 
some Ames families but is 
not found among those liv- 
ing in Wilmington. 

He eventually returned to 
Wilmington and was living 
with his mother and _ half- 
brother in 1955 and 1956. 
There is no record of him 
after that. She was later listed 
on Clifton Street, off Forest 
Street. She died in 1977.

Talking to her now, it’s not 
a surprising achievement, 
but when they arrived in 
1992 that might have been 
harder to predict. 

“After the war ended my 
father (who fought on the 
losing South Vietnamese 
side) was in a reeducation 
(prison) camp for eight 
years. Even after his re- 
lease, he was completely 
blacklisted,” said Nguyen. 
“He then struggled for nine 
years in Vietnam to make a

living, but could not.” 

Arriving as a five-year old, 
her first memories of life 
here are admittedly vague. 
But she does remember 
struggling to learn English 
and “being bullied” because 
she could not pronounce 
words. 

While her English at the 
Wetherbee School in Law- 
rence came quickly, her pa- 
rents’ struggle to earn a liv- 
ing lasted a few years long- 
er. 

“My parents worked odd 
jobs. I am not ashamed to 
Say we were on welfare at 
first,” she said. “That is why 
I believe having a safety net 
is still so important to move 
people out of poverty.” 

Nguyen lived in public 
housing just a 10 minute walk 
from Lazarus House, which 
works to break the cycle of 
poverty providing a variety 
of services to struggling indi- 
viduals and families. 

Lazarus House was among 
the places Nguyen’s family 
turned for help at the holi- 
days from Project Bethle- 
hem, which enables families 
to have gifts for Christmas. 

“We had no money, but we

Not only did it allow them 
to share the experience of 
children around them, “we 
believe it’s a season for fa- 
milies to celebrate bless- 
ings in their households.” 

She and her sister now 
“pay it forward,” by help- 
ing with gifts so that fami- 
lies today can have Christ- 
mas. i 

“We remember what a dif- 
ference it made for us,” she 
said. 

While Nguyen is the first 
in her family to finish col- 
lege, not going was never 
an option. 

“My parents had sacri- 
ficed everything so we could 
have those opportunities,” 
she said. “We were going to 
make something of our- 
selves.” 

Nguyen graduated from 
Tufts and then Northeast- 
ern University Law School.

Fifty years of friendship 
has been a ride to remember

WILMINGTON - It has 
been exactly two years since 
Chad Stalker got what was 
probably the worst phone 
call of his life. The date was 
August 2, 2017, and the call 
came from his best friend 
Ken Packard, a man he had 
known since _ childhood, 
growing up in the western 
Mass. Suburb of 
Belchertown. 

‘The friends had _ been 
through everything imagina- 
ble together, remaining 
close through both ups and 
downs in both of their lives. 
But this call was unimagin- 
able. Nobody could have 
prepared Chad for the words 
Ken had in store for him 
when he told him that he 
had been diagnosed with 
pancreatic cancer. 

The 55-year old Stalker, 
now of Wilmington, knew his 
friend hadn’t been feeling 
well. The two of them, both 
athletes and competitive 
Swimmers in their younger 
days, had recently taken up 
bike riding as a way to get 


back in shape, and also as a 


way to spend time together. 
But a few weeks earlier 
Packard had started to com- 
plain about having some 
paih. He did what he had 


always done and worked 


through the pain. 

Until that is, Ken’s family, 
along with Chad, encour- 
aged Ken to see a doctor 
after learning that he had a 
swollen lymph node near his 
hip. Not long afterwards 
Packard received the diag- 
nosis. Stage IV pancreatic 
cancer. And not long after 
that, Stalker received the 
devastating news from his 
best friend. 

“It was the worst couple of 
days of my life,” Stalker 
recalled, his voice cracking 
with emotion. “This is a guy 
I had known for years, so to 
hear this news just awful. It 
made me think about the 
time I had been diagnosed 
with pancreatitis about ten 
years ago, and when I woke 
up, he was the first person I 
saw. He had always been 
there for me, and I wanted 
make sure I would be there 
for him.” 

This weekend Chad will 
indeed be there for his 
friend, as he will participate 
in the 40th Annual Pan Mass 
Challenge, which raises 
money for life saving cancer 
research at the Dana Farber 
Cancer Institute. 

Stalker will be riding in the 
two-day challenge, along 
with Ken’s sister and daugh- 
ter, as part of Team 
Yesterday’s Incredibles. On 
Saturday, he will bike the 110 


miles from Sturbridge to 
Bourne alongside Ken’s sis- 
ter Jennifer and on Sunday 
he will get back on his bike 
and ride the 25 miles from 
Wellesley to Gillette Stadium 
with Ken’s 13-year old 
daughter Sophie. 

It is quite a commitment 
and quite the challenge 
indeed, but for Stalker it is a 
challenge he is more than 
willing to take on for his life- 
long friend. And when you 
hear Chad tell the story of 
he and Ken’s friendship, it is 
easy to understand why he is 
so willing to help his friend. 

“My story with Ken starts 
over fifty years ago on a 
town beach in - western 
Mass.,” Stalker says. “We 
became friends and as we 
got older we joined the swim 
team and we stayed close all 
through high school and col- 
lege. When we were growing 
up, during the summer we 
would spend one week at his 
house and one week at my 
house. Even as we got older 
we always stayed very close. 
We were always doing things 
together, either mountain 
climbing or biking or doing 
something active.” 

Stalker is not without 
health challenges of his 
own, as he is a diabetic, 
making his preparation for 
Saturday’s Pan Mass 
Challenge all the more diffi- 


cult. Not only must he get in 
the miles required for train- 
ing, but he also needs to 
make sure he keeps his 
blood sugar up for what can 
be a five or six hour ride. 
But Stalker has been able

Normally, Russell and his 
wife Suzanne find them- 
selves as two of the leading 
fundraisers and volunteers 
for the event, supporting 
friends and family that are 
riding.

“As soon as Carol said she 
was not going to ride, I got 
right on it,” Russell said. “I 
wanted to do it twelve years 
ago.

It is difficult 
with so many people close to 
us riding to be able to raise 


enough money for every- 
body, so my wife and I decid= 
ed to help raise money- 
instead, but once a spot 
opened up I was glad tor 
ride.” 

Russell and his family first 
became involved in the PMC 
12 years ago when family 
friend Meghan McCarthy, 
then 15 years old, was diag- 


nosed with cancer. 
McCarthy, who was good 
friends with  Russell’s 


daughters Jordan, Alli and 
Cassidy, was in fact on vaca- 
tion in Disney World with 
the Russell family when 
they noticed that Meghan 
wasn’t feeling well and was 
a little sluggish. Upon 
returning home, they let 
Meghan’s family know of 
her symptoms, and not long 
after Meghan’s family 
brought her to the doctor 
where she was diagnosed 
with glioblastoma miulti- 
forme. 

“When we found out she 
had been diagnosed, it was 
extremely difficult,” Russell 
said. “I still remember the 
day clearly. We had been 
friends with the McCarthy’s 
for years. Meghan was like 
a part of our family. We 
thought of her like another 
daughter and our kids 
thought of her like a sister. 
It was just devastating news; 
We wanted to do something
